Specifically, Applicant failed to adequately communicate with his patent 
attorney during the original prosecution of this patent as to the important features of the 
invention, namely, features relevant to the ball and socket joint provided between each pair of 
posts and clips of the pivotal mounting means, as now set forth in the newly submitted patent 
claims. 

3. All errors which are being corrected in the present reissue application up to the 
time of filing of this declaration arose without any deceptive intention on the part of the 
Applicant. 
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4. Applicant has reviewed and understands the content of the specification, 
including the claims, as amended by any amendment specifically referred to in the oath/ 
declaration. 

5. Applicant believes the named inventor to be the original and the first inventor 
of the subject matter which is claimed and for which a patent is sought. 

6. Applicant acknowledges the duty to disclose to the Patent Office all 
information known to the Applicant to be material to patentability as defined in 37 C.F.R. 
1.56. 

7. Applicant offers to surrender the original patent.
